the RULES laid down in the Pretace to your Second Vo- 
lume. 

Aniw. The Queftion is very Curious, and too Nice to 
ly down our pofitive determinations upon’t ; however 
we fha!l give you our Opinion, and the Reafons of it, 
but defire they may not be fo decifive ( becaufe they Fa- 
vour your Intereft ) as to hinder you from advifing with 
other Cafuifts upon it. According to the State of the 
Cafe, if you break your Vow, you are guilty of one cer- 
tain Sin; if you keep it, you hazafd the Commiffion of 
many uncertain Sins 5 but if one may mifs, two may ; and 
if two, all may, by fome intervening Providences; 
therefore one Certain Evil is to be avoided before ma- 
ny Uncertain Ones. Befides, We ought not to do Evil, 
that Good may come of it ; and 'tisa bold Adventure, for 
a little Temporal Enjoyment to hazard an Eternal one. 
Thus far the Cale wou’d bear, if it can be prov’d that 
the Vow is Obligatory; but we don’t believe it to be 
fo, becauie "tis a Rafh Vow, as may be gathered trom 
two Paflages in the Query, viz. relinquifb {uddenly, and 
but Time which maketh all things apparent, &c. We'll 
put an Inftance : Suppofe I Vow to Kill, Cheat, or but 
to Tarn {uch a Perfon out of fome Imployment, who is 
at my difpofal, when he is thereby expos'd to fuch 
Temptations and Misfortunes that he is like to be ru- 
ind without fome Extraordinary Providence to prevent 
it, which I yet can’t forelee; in fuch a Cafe my Vow 
is Void as foon as Made, becaufe ’tis a Vow againft the 
Prerogatives of the Erernal Laws of Nature, which in- 
difpenfibly obliges me to be Juft and Merciful ; and as 
lam a Chriftian, "tis a Violation of Charity. So that 
to perform this Vow, is a Wickednefs as well as to 
make it: Now if I can't in Juftice treat another fo, I 
ought not to treat my felf fo: For in the Evernal Law 
of Nature there is a particular Right and Priviledge 
fampt upon SELF, and hence it} is that Self-Murder isa 
greater Sin than Murdering another ; the firft is a breach 
ofone Obligation, the laft of both, viz. The Law of Na- 
ture, and the Rights of it —— Bue the Cafe yet admits of 
another alteration: If this Office was got, of is kepr by 
unjuft Means, if it neceflarily expofes youto Sin by the 
Practice of it, or tyes you to ul Company, then you 
Ougkt to forfake it, whether you Vow or No. ‘Tisa 
firange fort of Curiofity to diveft our felves of our Native 
Freedom, and impofe greater Burdens upon our felves 
than God and Nature have defign’d: We think no one 
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that this Vow extreamly thwarts my

We believe not the Separation for 4 time ( both 
conlenting ) to be a Sin: But if it be continued, ’tis our 
Opinion, That ris the ready way for 4 great many fins —_ 
Indujtry is ble(s'd alwayes with a- Competency, and 'tis ex- 
pected we fhou’d believe nothing more to be abfolute- 
ly neceflary ; and to this end we are taught to Pray for 
OUR DAILY BREAD: If this World were to be our 
End, our Eternity of aboad, it wou'd be worth our 
trouble to be follicitous, and provide accordingly — 
We think a Difiruft ef God's Providence a greater Sin than is 
generally beliew'd : We cou'd not diftruft a good Man in 
his Promifes, and why the Author of goodnefs, is a 
Riddle, Ie wou'd be a difmal Politick in a Common. 
wealth, ®hat upon Loffes or Poverty Families fhou'd fee 
parate, befides the Temptations that fuch Perfons are 
delerv'dly left co by God Almighty ; for if I dare not 
believe bim, he may juftly Pungfh my Bafene/s with a 
greater Unhappineis. *Tis our'yadgment, thar they im- 
mediately adjuft their meaner Circumftances, and lay afide 
that fear of being defpis’d for not being greater than 
others, for Opinion and the Prejudices ot Cuftom have 
put a very undue Character upon the Stations of Life: In- 
duftry and Refignation will teach ’em to be happier in 
their prefent State, than their cwn Choice in any other 
Eftate: For it may be Jaid down for a certain Maxim, 
That {uch Perfons as take themfelves out of God’s Protedion, 
are always at 4 lo{s, and know uot how to difpofe of them- 
felves. ’

An{w. Hiftories afford us fevera] fuch Inftances: Per- 
haps ‘twas tomething of this Nature chat is recorded of 
Alexander. The Royal Society have taken Notice of it in 
their Tranfaétions: But the true Reafon we conceive to 
be this --- There is a Phofppherus ( or a Chymical Preparati- 
en) both liquid and dry, Artifcially made of Urine or 
Blood, which will fre by the Touch or Motion of the Air ; 
and ‘tis very probable that Nature had fupply’d thefe 
Perfons with fuch a Quality, without the help of Ar- 
tificial Chymiftry, and that by the Tranjpiration, Effiu- 
viwns or Steams of fe Saline Particles, the Cloaths 
of the Perfon might imbibe the Quality too, which 
by Touwh or Air would have the Efteét mention‘d in 
the Qyeftion. ' Hiftorians give fome Accounts that fuch 
Inftances do fometimes happen to Parties troubled in 
Mind.
